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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 28 is the inclusion of the limitation 
"wherein plural users are allowed to make strokes individually at different times and the 
arc is determined from the combination of strokes of the plural users," in combination 
with the other recited features of the claims, for example, laying out a graphical user 
interface (an interface which allows people to interact with a computer), including 
controls, to conform to the arc, which are not found singularly or in combination within 
the prior art. 

The closest prior art reference for this limitation is Ono (US 5,559,944), which 
discloses of allowing a single user determine an arc shape of a menu, however, fails to 
teach that the arc shape is determined by the combination of strokes made by different 
users at different times. 

The primary reason for the allowance of the remaining claims is the inclusion of 
the limitations "the control zone forming a command strip anchored at a base and 
responsive to manipulation including twisting, bending, pulling, and shrinking and the 
control zone having elements each having a weight and behaving like real-world 
materials" and "an overflow control zone formed on a counter arc intersecting the arc 
shaped control zone at 90 degrees," in combination with the other recited features of the 
claims, which are not found singularly or in combination within the prior art. 
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The closest prior art references are (Anderson et al. US 5,828,360; Ono US 
5,559,944; Miettinen et al. US 2002/0054175; Keely, JR et al. US 2006/0136840), which 
disclose of aligning control zones to natural user motion and of allowing a single user 
determine an arc shape of a menu, however, the references, alone or in combination, 
fail to teach of a command strip anchored at a base and responsive to manipulation 
including twisting, bending, pulling, and shrinking and the control zone having elements 
each having a weight and behaving like real-world materials, along with an overflow 
control zone formed on a counter arc intersecting the arc shaped control zone at 90 
degrees.
